Bailiffs are 
left puzzed 
over horses 

TEN roaming horses that have been 
wreaking havoc across Tipton have 
“disappeared” according to council 
bosses. 

Bailiffs were on the streets last- 
week to seize the animals, in the first 
part of a crackdown on wandering 
and tethered horses. 

But despite an extensive sweep of 
the area the team could find no sign of 
the animals. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods said: “We have been 
speaking to the authorities across the 
borough boundaries in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall and Dudley. 

“No-one has seen the animals. We 
have been tracking them extensively, 
so we know the places they tend to go 
to, but there is no sign of them. I have 
even been out myself searching the 
streets. I am presuming they have 
been rounded up by their owners and 
taken away.” 

Bailiffs will be taking away teth¬ 
ered horses in the coming days as a 
continuation of the operation. 

Talks on plans 
for baths site 

NEGOTIATIONS are going ahead 
over the future of a former Black 
Country baths site. 

Coseley Baths was controversially 
closed in August 2009 after Dudley 
Council chiefs claimed the building 
needed urgent repairs to make the 
roof safe.The building in Pear Tree 
Lane was knocked down the following 
March. 

Council bosses refused to say how 
the site could be developed as the 
negotiations were being conducted in 
private.

TOWN’S FEAR ON 
ZONE DECISION 


C AMPAIGNERS in Dudley are warning the decision on a 
new enterprise zone could make or break the ailing town. 
Steve Briscoe, of the Friends of Dudley Town Centre, is 
calling for the status to be given to Castle Hill - one of six short¬ 
listed sites. 

But nearby Harts Hill is also in the frame and there are fears that if 
it succeeds, it could could kill Dudley once and for all, as well as causing 
severe damage to neighbouring town Stourbridge. 

Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership, which will decide where the zone 
will be, is expected to make its decision next month. 

In March Chancellor of the Exchequer George Osborne announced the Black 
Country would be one of 21 areas across the country to get a new zone, giving 
financial incentives for new businesses to move into the area. 

Mr Briscoe said a zone at Castle Hill would boost the town, which suffered an 
exodus of major retailers after a similar scheme in Brierley Hill in the 1980s. 

“If Dudley was given 
enterprise zone status, it 
would revitalise the 
town, undoing much of 
the damage that was 
done in the 1980s,” he 
said. 

“At the moment the 
town is dying on its feet 
and it needs more sus¬ 
tainable jobs - the 
council has been talking 
about redevelopment for 
years, but nothing has 
happened. 

“It would be an outrage 
if the zone was given to 
Brierley Hill, given all 
the money that has been 
poured into that area and 
all the damage it has 
done. 


Rethink over 
eco-friendly 
vicarage plan 


PLANS for a contro¬ 
versial “eco vicarage” 
in Dudley have been 
revived after it was 
put on hold while 
changes were made to 
the design. 

The futuristic vicarage 
could be built at St 
Mary’s Church in 
Kingswinford, making it 
the first Carbon Zero 
building in Dudley 
borough. But there were 
objections to the original 
plan.Residents fear the 
building will not fit in 
with other houses in 
Penzer Street and say it 
is too modern for the 
irea. 

Future 

More than 30 letters 
were submitted to the 
council objecting to the 
previous plans. It was 
given the go-ahead last 
February but was 
delayed while some 
minor changes in the 
design were made. Anew 
application has now been 
made to Dudley Council

Many of the images focus 
on the factory worker, a 
role Mr Griffin himself 
played after leaving 
school at 16 at New Bank 
Construction in Hale¬ 
sowen and Rapid Con¬ 
veyors of Lye, and one 
his parents occupied 
throughout their 

working lives. 

Location 

His mother worked at 
William Foxhall & Sons, 
Lye, packaging nails 
while his father was a 
horizontal borer working 
for various factories 
throughout his life. Pho¬ 


tographs were taken on 
location at various facto¬ 
ries in Lye and Cradley 
Heath, including Solid 
Swivel, Boro Foundry 
and Holtite Ltd, starring 
actors and featuring 
Black Country chain- 
makers. 

Family photographs 
and Mr Griffin’s written 
accounts of childhood 
also accompany the exhi¬ 
bition. “I hope people 
will look at these photos 
and get the sense of what 
a great place it was to 
grow up,” said Mr 
Griffin, aged 62, who 
also staged the exhibi¬ 
tion in Paris.

Bus destination 
signs confusing 


BUS passengers have been left 
confused after drivers on some 
services in the West Midlands 
stopped changing destination 
signs due to health and safety 
fears. 

Drivers on some National Express 
West Midlands buses have been told it 
is too dangerous to get out and change 
the rear signs on the buses so have 
been instructed by National Express 
not to use them. 

Only some routes are affected 
because it is the older buses that have 
manual rather than automatic desti¬ 
nation blinds. 

The destination blinds at the front 
of the buses are still in use. 

Sandwell Councillor Les Pawlowski 
was first informed of the problem at at 


a Sandwell Transport Users Forum. 

“We asked National Express about 
this and they explained that drivers 
had been told not to change the rear 
signs because it was inconvenient and 
dangerous to change them at certain 
points on the route.” 

Important 

He added: “I fully understand that 
this did cause some confusion and 
frustration for bus users because obvi¬ 
ously they didn’t know where they 
were going.” 

He added: “What is important to 
realise is this is getting resolved as the 
older buses are being phased out of use 
and the new buses have automatic 
display signs. The bus company is 
dealing with this problem and it is pro¬ 
gressing.” 


Villagers win battle for 
‘proper’ police station 


Rubbish 
dumping 
runs up 
huge bill 


A VILLAGE in South Stafford¬ 
shire will be allowed to keep its 
police station, despite the present 
building being earmarked for the 
axe to cut costs, force chiefs have 
pledged. 

The future of Wombourne Police 
Station has been in doubt since the 
announcement of £39 million of 
savings by Staffordshire Police. 

Anxious residents presented a 1,256-sig¬ 
nature petition to Parliament pleading for 
police to retain a “proper” base in the 


village after the current one closes. And 
Staffordshire Chief Constable Mike Cun¬ 
ningham has now pledged the village will 
retain a police base. 

He gave the assurance to Wombourne 
civic leaders. 

South Staffordshire Tory MP Gavin 
Williamson, who attended a meeting with 
members of the local parish, district and 
county councils, said: “The Chief Constable 
gave an absolute guarantee of a continued 
police presence in Wombourne for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

“I am delighted that the force have 
responded in such a positive way after lis¬ 
tening to the concerns of 
local people. He promised 
that there would be a fixed 
presence in Wombourne 
with public access and a 
proper response base for his 
officers.” 

Mr Williamson said the 
Chief Constable had 
pledged that the current 
police station, which is too 
large, will not be closed until 
a suitable alternative in the 
village is ready to open. “The 
replacement will be a proper 
police station and not some 
hole-in-the corner apology 
for one,” he added. 

Wombourne Police 

Station is facing closure 
with Staffordshire Police 
forced to make savings of 
£39m. It is among nine sta¬ 
tions, including ones in 
Lichfield and Rugeley, that 
have been earmarked to be 
shut.

“It is a crime, plain and 
simple, and I would encour¬ 
age everyone to help clean 
up their neighbourhoods by 
reporting illegally dumped 
waste.” 

Rubbish is checked for 
information indicating 
addresses for prosecutions. 

John Millar, director of 
the urban environment at 
Dudley Council, said: “Fly¬ 
tipping and littering of any 
kind is totally irresponsible 
and something that we will 
not tolerate in Dudley. 

“We do not hesitate, where 
possible, to prosecute people 
who have dumped their 
rubbish and would ask 
borough residents to be our 
eyes and ears by reporting 
this kind of anti-social 
behaviour to Dudley 
Council.”

A TV service is set to be 
launched by a Black 
Country council. 

Sandwell Council is 
putting the finishing 
touches to its Looking Local 
programme, which will 
allow people access to infor¬ 
mation from the comfort of 
their armchair. 

Looking Local lets Sky 
and Virgin viewers select 
their council from a list and 
view information on serv¬ 
ices from tax and education 
to rubbish and transport. 

Freeview viewers with a 
broadband connection can 
also access the channel, 
which means it will be 


available to half of homes. 
The council plans to trial 
the scheme for eight 
months, starting next 
month. It will cost the 
council £15,000 to set up. 

Impact 

In a report, council effi¬ 
ciency chief Melanie 
Dudley, said: “This gives 
Sandwell an opportunity to 
provide information about 
council services to people 
who do not have internet or 
PC access or the confidence 
to use it, but are happy to do 
so via a TV and remote 
control. 

“Services can also be 
accessed by mobile phones, 


resulting in very few people 
being excluded.” Looking 
Local services areprovided 
by Birmingham City 
Council, which gets 25,000 
hits per week and Dudley 
Council, which gets 10,000 
visitors each week. 

Ms Dudley said: “The site 
has greatest impact for the 
elderly, residents with 
mobility problems, those 
who do not have PCs or 
those who do not have the 
confidence to use a com¬ 
puter.” 

It will be available to 
people in Sandwell from 
next month if councillors 
approve the scheme at a 
meeting due this week. 


Wooded walkway will 
screen learning village 


A WOODED walkway and landscaped embankment will form part of a 
£10 million “learning village” in the Black Country after getting the 
agreement planners. 

Plans from Thorns Community Learning Village, Quarry Bank, show 
embankment will partly screen it from neighbouring houses while the walkway 
divides Thorns Community College and Primary Schools. The existing public 
right of way, which circles the primary school, will remain. A playground will 
surround Old Park Special School. 

The school is being transfered to the Quarry Bank site. A new car park will be to the 
left of a new entrance, off Thorns Road. 

Ecological survey results submitted with plans revealed common Pipestrelle bats using 
open spaces around the schools for foraging but further wildlife will be encouraged with 
a range of measures. The learning village will incorporate log piles for mini- beasts and 
bird and bat boxes, adding to a range of shrubs and trees for nesting and respite for 
animals. 

Climbing plants and 
bulbs will also provide 
shelter for wildlife, and will 
be a resource fro pupils at 
Old Park Special School - 
which has forestry school 
status. 

When the development 
was first mooted, Sport 
England objected over lost 
playing fields but discus¬ 
sions resolved the problem. 

A multi-use games area 
was included in the first 
phase of construction. The 
multi-million pound devel¬ 
opment, to eventually cater 
for 120 pupils, is on the site 
of Thorns Community 
College, Stockwell Avenue. 

Costs 

The new school will be 
completed late this year. 

Costs have been met partly 
by a Target Capital Funding 
grant from the Department 
of Children, Schools and 
Families. 

The games area has flood¬ 
lights, a full-size, all- 
weather football pitch and 
five-a-side pitches - all open 
to residents. 

The development 

includes a hydrotherapy 
pool and sensory garden.

OPENING the M6 hard shoulder to traffic 
is to extend for a further nine-miles in a 
scheme that may cost up to £211 million.

The £150m scheme between 
junctions 8 and 10a is being hailed a 
success. 


Twelve to lose 
day centre jobs 


A DAY centre for adults 
in Stourbridge is to close 
with the loss of 12 jobs 
following a shake-up of 
council services. 

Stourbridge Centre in 
Mere Road, which runs 
activities for people with 
learning disabilities, will 
shut later this year, bosses 
at Dudley Council have 
said. 

It follows changes to day 
centres across the country, 
giving people more choice 
about the activities they 
take part in. It means 
people can now attend ses¬ 
sions at leisure centres and 
community centres rather 
than just traditional day 
centres. 

The council’s assistant 
director for learning disabil¬ 
ities and mental health, 
Richard Carter, confirmed 
12 workers have taken vol¬ 


untary or compulsory 
redundancy while a further 
four have left the authority 
ahead of its impending 
closure. 

He said: “The cabinet 
approved proposals to 
reprovide services delivered 
at the Stourbridge Centre in 
order to implement a new 
way of working which would 
give people greater choice 
and control over the activi¬ 
ties available to them.” 

Activities 

People will instead have a 
personal budget which they 
can use to access activities 
of their choice at a wide 
range of venues such as 
leisure centres and commu¬ 
nity centres. He added that 
some people would be able 
to use the Amblecote 
Centre, due to reopen in 
September after a revamp. 


More hard shoulder motoring 


Matches 
ban for 
violence 
at game 

A FOOTBALL fan 
from the Black 
Country has been 
banned from matches 
for 10 years and jailed 
for violent behaviour 
at a Champions 
League match. 

Manchester United 
fan Matthew Bolton, 
aged 26, admitted 
breaching the peace 
before a game against 
Rangers at Ibrox 
Stadium in Glasgow. 

Bolton, of Dudley 
Close, Rowley Regis, was 
sent to prison for nine 
months and handed one 
of the longest football 
orders issued by a Scot¬ 
tish court. 

Previous 

Glasgow Sheriff Court 
heard how Bolton broke 
through a cordon of police 
officers and police horses 
to get to a group of 
Rangers fans. 

A Crown Office 
spokesman said he had a 
number of previous con¬ 
victions from English 
courts for football- 
related disorder. 

Prosecutor Miss Lesley 
Thomson said: “Disor¬ 
derly conduct and vio¬ 
lence at football matches 
will not be tolerated. 

Any conduct of this 
nature will be robustly 
investigated. 

She added: “If they 
plead or are found guilty, 
the Crown will advise the 
court of its power to 
impose Football Banning 
Orders for such offences.” 


Identity 
of smash 
victim, 22 

A WOMAN who was 
killed in a motorbike 
crash in Birmingham 
was from Cradley Heath, 
it has emerged. 

Nabeela Kausar, aged 
22, died when the Suzuki 
she was riding on the 
back of collided with an 
RAC breakdown van in 
Hall Green. 

The collision happened 
at the Stratford Road 
junction with Cubley 
Road on Wednesday, 
April 6. 

The student, of Mace 
Street, Cradley Heath, 
was declared dead at the 
scene.

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Job queues 
fall but area 
still above 
the average 

JOB queues have shrunk in 
Dudley as unemployment 
nationwide fell by 17,000 to 
2.48 million last month, giving 
the economy a much-needed 
boost. 

Official figures last week 
showed that in the West Mid¬ 
lands the jobless queues fell by 
4,000 in the three months to 
February to 260,000. 

In Dudley there was a fall of 
50 to 9,722 or five per cent of 
the borough’s working popula¬ 
tion - slightly above the 
national average claimant 
rate of 4.4 per cent. 

The claimant count in Kid¬ 
derminster and the Wyre 
Forest district fell by 98 to 
2,254 or 3.7 per cent.

Parents launch legal fight 
over plight of little Josiah 


THE parents of a brain-damaged 
Black Country boy have launched 
a legal bid to establish whether 
hospital blunders are to blame for 
his condition. 

They allege their son Josiah Ellis, 
now aged two, was starved of oxygen 
during his birth at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital, Dudley, which led to him devel¬ 
oping cerebral palsy. 

Lotti and Marc Ellis, aged 35 and 
43, from Sedgley have now contacted 
a solicitor who is investigating the 
matter. 

Mrs Ellis said : “We love our son no 
matter what and I am grateful that 
he managed to survive.” 

But she said he had been deprived 
of a normal future. 

Mrs Ellis was taken to Russells 


Hall after her waters broke shortly 
before midnight on January 15, 2009. 

It is alleged she was left under the 
care of a junior midwife and never 
saw a senior midwife or doctor 
throughout her delivery, even when 
things became difficult. 

The family also says Josiah was 
born with the umbilical cord wrapped 
around his neck and had to be 
revived by an emergency resuscita¬ 
tion team, which then rushed him to 
a special care unit. 

Devastated 

Josiah was diagnosed with cere¬ 
bral palsy at the age of 20 months, 
meaning. 

He has poor coordination, difficulty 
controlling his body and also suffers 
from involuntary movements. 


Speaking out during National Birth 
Trauma Awareness Week, which took 
place last week, Mrs Ellis added: “I 
was devastated when I didn’t hear 
Josiah’s first cry. It took six minutes 
to stabilise him and he suffered brain 
injuries due to lack of oxygen. 

“After 20 months we finally 
received the diagnosis every parent 
dreads to hear: cerebral palsy.” 

Lindsay Gibb, a medical law spe¬ 
cialist with Irwin Mitchell solicitors, 
representing the couple said: “We are 
in the early stages of investigating 
what happened to Lotti and Josiah.” 

A spokesman for Russells Hall 
Hospital chief executive Paula Clark 
said : “The trust is unable to 
comment on individual patients due 
to patient confidentiality.”

He is also an Honorary 
Fellow of Birmingham Con¬ 
servatoire, where he 
founded an annual singing 
competition, which is 
named after him.

The 90th birthday concert 
featured pianists Philip 
Martin, of Birmingham 
Conservatoire, David 
Quigley, an Irish conductor 
and composer and Mark 
Bebbington, a professional 
musician from Stourbridge. 

A collection at the event 
raised £500 for Mary 
Stevens Hospice. 

Mr Drew said: “The 
concert went very well and I 
was able to talk to old pupils 
that I last saw as children 
but are now in their 50s.” 

Mr Drew was a teacher at 
Gigmill Primary School, 
Stourbridge, and later 
became headteacher at 
Clifton-upon-Teme Primary 
School in Worcestershire. 


Hey, that’s

FACES from a bygone era have 
stepped back in time to visit their 
old school in the Black Country. 

Former pupils paid a visit to Dudley 
Wood Primary School for a reunion event as 
part of the school’s 80th birthday celebra¬ 
tions.

The former typist said: “Things have 
changed a lot over the years, I know my 
grandchildren were able to use a computer 
from around three-years-old. It has been 
lovely to see everyone again.” 

Tradition 

Headteacher Carol Sibley mingled with 
the former pupils, she said: “The reunion 
was a really lovely event, we also hope to 
have a party as well.” 

Leading tours of the Dudley Wood Road 
school was site manager, Hazel Wood, 
herself a former pupil. She attended the 
school between 1952 and 1955 and has 
been back there working for around the last 
18 years. One thing which has remained a 
tradition at the site is maypole dancing - 
with the school’s original 
maypole still in use. 

Pictured at some 
maypole dancing at the 
school around 1947 were 
71-year-old Pat Willetts 
and Frances Hamilton, 
aged 72. 

Both said they could not 
believe how much had 
changed over the years.

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Energy 
supplier 
to shed 
175 jobs 

ATOTAL of 175 jobs at 
West Midlands energy 
giant e.on UK will be 
axed within months, it 
has been revealed. 

The majority of the 
roles to be shed will go 
from the property serv¬ 
ices arm at Kingswin¬ 
ford, Dudley. 

Gas service workers 
and those involved in 
maintenance and man¬ 
agement are among 
those affected. 

E.on spokeswoman 
Victoria Blake said the 
changes had been made 
as a result of poor eco¬ 
nomic conditions. “Fol¬ 
lowing a review of our 
property services busi¬ 
ness, we have decided to 
exit a number of areas 
that we were previously 
active in,” she said. 

Consultation 

“This will result in a 
number of internal 
changes to the business, 
with 175 employees 
leaving e.on. 

“Our property services 
business is based in 
Kingswinford which is 
where the majority of 
roles are.”

A FORMER Black Country social club 
which closed down after a drop in 
membership has failed to attract a 
single offer in six months on the 
market. 

There have been two viewings since 
Brierley Hill Labour Club shut in October. 

No offers have been made to buy the 
derelict building. Administrators have 
ruled out slashing the £325,000 asking 
price and admit that it could be on the 
market for at least a year. The club went 
into administration after it lost thousands 
of pounds when trade plummeted. 

Nearby residents say the Pearson Street 
club, which attracted hundreds of regulars 
during its 1970s heyday, has become a 
magnet for vandals and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Important 

Linda Clayton, insolvency manager at 
administrators Begbies Traynor, who have 
taken control of the property, said: “There 
has been no real interest so far but these 
things can take a long time.” 

The club was often packed during elec¬ 
tion results nights and was used for 
Labour Party meetings up until the late 
1990s. In recent years, shoppers were 
allowed to use the car park but this failed 
to bring in extra trade. 

The 8,000 sq ft site had been used for 
regular live music events but saw business 
fall off in recent years, and membership 
numbers also fell. 

Local resident Jim Charles, aged 68, of 
Talbot Street, said: “It was once a really 
important part of the community, and now 
it is derelict — there are gangs standing 
around there most nights.” 

Any proceeds from a sale would go 
towards paying off the brewery’s loan.

Sandwell Social Services, which 
rented space at the club and pro¬ 
vided staffing, transferred it eight 
miles to Manifoldia Grange, West 
Bromwich.

THE creation of a multi¬ 
million pound leisure and 
tourism hub in Dudley has 
been put at risk of “serious 
delay” after a funding bid to 
kickstart the project was 
turned down, opposition coun¬ 
cillors warned. 

The warning comes after three 
Black Country tourist attractions 
were dealt a £2million kick in the 
teeth as the region lost out on any 
money from the Regional Growth 
Fund. 

Dudley Zoo, the Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley 
Canal Trust had submitted a joint 
bid for the cash. The money would 
have been used to create a road 
linking the three sites to Tipton 
Road, Dudley. It would also have 
funded a land train ferrying visi¬ 
tors between the sites. 

Economy 

Leader of the Labour group at 
Dudley Council and the Local 
Government Association, David 
Sparks, said the scheme was a 
vital part of work to boost the 
region’s economy. 

“We can’t give up on this 
project. We need to diversify the 
Black Country economy and 
create jobs in tourism and con¬ 
struction, and this would have 
done just that,” he said. 

“The project is now at risk of 
serious delays which the region 
can little afford. 

“We will now have to rethink 
and resubmit a bid.” 

He said the decision was the 
first tangible result of the aboli¬ 
tion of regional development 
agency Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands. “If AWM was still in exis¬ 
tence we would have got this 
money as it had earmarked funds 
for this project,” he added. 

Deputy council leader Council¬ 
lor Les Jonesvowed that the deci¬ 
sion would not affect the wider 
£40million plan for the Castle Hill 
area.

Same gang 
theory over 
a string of 
burglaries 


PENSIONERS in the Black 
Country are being hit by a 
wave of burglaries which may 
be the work of the same gang. 

Seven break-ins have been 
reported in the Hawbush area of 
Brierley Hill in the past 10 weeks. 
The news comes as it emerged two 
violent burglaries which left two 
elderly people in Walsall with 
broken bones, deep cuts and 
clumps of hair missing were also 
carried out by the same criminal. 
They happened days apart in 
nearby streets in Pheasey. 

A 65-year-old Pheasey man has been 
in a serious condition in hospital after 
being pushed down the stairs of his 
home by an intruder who made off 
with jewellery and other property on 
April 5. Four days later, his 78-year- 
old female neighbour was shoved to 
the floor, had clumps of hair pulled out 
and was scratched across the face 
during a raid that saw cash stolen. 

West Midlands Police confirmed 
they were searching for one man. 

The burglar got into the 65-year-old 
victim’s home by using a ladder to 
climb through an open window. In 


Dudley, thieves have been forcing open 
a rear window or door to sneak inside 
while their elderly victims were in a 
different room. 

All the break-ins took place between 
5pm and midnight. Police confirmed 
that the similarity of the offences - 
and the close proximity of victims - 
meant the cases may be linked. 

The most recent break-in was on 
Wednesday in Wells Road, where ciga¬ 
rettes were taken. 

Purse 

Another burglary on March 9 saw 
cash stolen from the purse of a 79- 
year-old woman. 

Dc Paul Hatfield, from Dudley CID, 
said that in most cases nothing was 
taken but significant damage had 
been caused to windows and doors 
where they had been forced to allow 
the burglars inside. 

“As the nights stay lighter for 
longer, and the weather gets warmer, 
there is a concern that people will be 
leaving doors and windows open, 
which could leave homes vulnerable,” 
he added.

Mark Williams, from the reserve, 
said: “I haven’t seen any of them come 
up early. I was expecting things to be 
held up because of the winter. The 
spring has been quite mild and that 
has probably stopped the bluebells 
being late but I would think they will 
be around at the same time as 
normal.”

VISITORS to Dudley’s historic Priory 
Park can find out more about work on 
a long-awaited £2.6 million overhaul 
at a celebration on May 1. 

The project includes redevelopment of 
the park’s pavilion, which will be 
revamped to provide new public toilets, a 
base for a park ranger and educational and 
community facilities.

Workers set up own operation 


THREE former Dudley 
Council workers have 
set up shop on their 
own to open a new day 
centre. 

Aimed at adults with 
disabilities, it will offer 
services such as art 
sessions, gym, needle 
work and gardening. 

Park View Commu¬ 
nity Ltd is based at the 
Paradise Centre, for¬ 
merly the Sons of Rest 
Building, in Buffery 
Park and has been set 
up by Janet Barton, 
David George and 
Susan Webb who all 
used to work for 
Dudley Council. 

They say they were 
inspired to launch the 
company because they 
think there is a gap in 
the service being 
offered by Dudley 
Council ahead of the 
impending closure of 
Stourbridge Centre 
where all three used to 
work and both Janet 
and David were made 
redundant. 

Their new service 
costs £35 per day to 
attend and runs 
between 9am and 4pm. 

Mrs Webb, from Pen- 
snett, said that they 
had received a lot of 
interest before they 
opened earlier this 
month. 

“We decided to do 
this because we feel 
there is a gap in serv¬ 
ices for adults with dis¬ 
abilities.

THE Black Country could get more 
train services if the controversial 
high-speed route rail route goes a 
ahead, according to a Government 
minister. 

Transport Secretary Philip Hammond 
said the initial phase of the £32 billion HS2 
scheme from London to Birmingham 
would free-up capacity on the West Coast 
Mainline which serves Sandwell, Dudley 
and Wolverhampton. 

He claimed there would be a significant 
increase in commuter, regional and freight 
services. 

Some 11 extra services would run on the 
line every hour, he said, meaning thou¬ 
sands of extra seats, fewer crowded trains 
and a more reliable, quicker, frequent 
service for commuters in rush hour. 

It could even mean cheaper fares. 

Doubling 

Direct services from Lichfield Trent 
Valley to London Euston would increase 
from 15 to 27. 

Mr Hammond said: “Our proposed new 
high speed rail network would free up a 
huge amount of space on current railways 
for more trains to operate. Building a 
whole new line would create scope for 
people who live near the current stations 
to get more frequent services that are less 
crowded. I would also hope that this addi¬ 
tional competition could mean cheaper 
fares. 

“Passengers in some towns could see a 
near doubling in the number of trains from 
their station to London.” 

Anti-HS2 campaigners have questioned 
whether the controversial route through 
the West Midlands is necessary. HS2 
Action Alliance believes passenger capac¬ 
ity can be increased by around 135 per cent 
by making better use of existing track. 

Kitchen damaged by blaze 

A COOKER caught fire when a woman left 
sausages frying in a pan while she 
answered the phone. The kitchen at a 
three-storey block of bedsits in Dixon’s 
Green Road, Dudley, was badly smoke- 
logged and the oven was destroyed.

Hotel hopes 
for landmark 
are revived 


A HOTEL plan to 
transform an 

derelict office block 
in Dudley town 
centre has been 
revived after talks 
were struck up with 
potential buyers. 

Cavendish House in 
Trindle Road has stood 
empty since a security 
firm moved out in 2008. 

It was originally part 
of the masterplan for 
the town’s regenera¬ 
tion but struggled to 
attract interested 
parties following the 
recession. 

Plans to turn the site 
into a hotel appeared to 
have been scrapped 
when talks stalled but 
the owners now say a 
chain is interested in 
taking it over. 

Discussions are at an 
early stage but owners 
Abstract say there 
have been some “posi¬ 
tive developments”. 

Associate director 
Muhammad Hassan 
said: “We are very posi¬ 
tive that someone will 
be found to take over 
the building, and a 
hotel is a real possibil¬ 


ity. In the past we have 
had talks with people 
but for whatever 
reason they have not 
come to anything.” Mr 
Hassan said he could 
not yet reveal any spe¬ 
cific details as private 
meetings were continu¬ 
ing but he hoped that 
an announcement 
would be made soon. 

When plans for the 
town were unveiled in 
2008 it was originally 
hoped that Cavendish 
House could be trans¬ 
formed into a hotel 
with 150 bedrooms. 

Uncertain 

But discussions 
stalled leaving the 
owners Abstract 
shelling out about 
£250,000 a year on its 
upkeep, insurance and 
security costs. 

Mr Hassan said com¬ 
panies were reluctant 
to invest while the 
economy and jobs 
market was uncertain. 

But he said that con¬ 
fidence in the economy 
is now growing again 
and firms were more 
willing to invest.

Day dad helped catch bear 
with his box of Swan Vesta

DUDLEY Zoo was his playground 
as a child - with the castle as an 
unusual climbing frame. 

And more than 70 years later, 
former keeper Les Baker had a trip 
down memory lane when he returned 
to his childhood home. 

His first visit to the zoo was in 1937 — 
the year it opened - with his father, who 
became the elephant keeper at the 
complex. 

George Edward Baker was in charge of 
elephants until his death in 1952. He had 
been working with elephants at a travel¬ 
ling circus but wanted to settle down and 
brought his young family from the south of 
England to the Midlands. One of the 
attractions for George was that the job 
included family accommodation in Castle 


Lodge set within woodland in the zoo 
grounds. 

His son says he can clearly remember 
living in the lodge, which has since been 
demolished. The 77-year-old, of Woodset¬ 
ton, said: “As a lad living on site, I loved it. 

“Imagine having a zoo as your play¬ 
ground, and there is no part of Dudley 
Castle that I haven’t climbed at some 
time.” 

Courage 

He also recalled tales from his father’s 
time at the zoo, including a sticky situa¬ 
tion on a summer’s day in the late 1940s. 

He said: “Dad paraded an elephant on 
the forecourt of the elephant house for the 
benefit of a throng of visitors when a 
woman lost control of a pushchair, with 
her child inside it, as she was manoeu¬ 
vring it down steps. 


“She emitted a piercing scream that 
caused the elephant to panic and circle 
around wildly, trumpeting very loudly and 
flapping her ears. That forecourt cleared 
in seconds, and I personally observed one 
rather large male visitor vault the fence 
that borders the hill down to the turnstile 
area. 

“Thankfully, dad finally brought the 
trembling elephant to a stop, crooning to 
her, as was his wont, and not for the first 
time in my life I had reason to reflect and 
admire my dad’s courage.” 

Mr Baker’s brother Len saw an earlier 
example of their father’s bravery. 

Father and son were on their way home, 
and when they got to the bear pit saw to 
their astonishment that a Himalayan 
brown bear had dug underneath the high 
fencing to get out. 

Les said: “The bear was shuffling about 


on the other side of the fence that sepa¬ 
rated the zoo from the public road. Dad 
quietly instructed Len to hot-foot it back 
to the stores for re-inforcements, while he 
kept the bear distracted by lighting and 
flicking the contents of his box of Swan 
Vesta matches towards the escapee. I don’t 
know if the bear was subsequently netted 
or tranquilised but he was recovered.” 

Cartoonist 

As schoolboys Les and Len worked part- 
time looking after the pony rides, and 
almost inevitably Les joined the zoo when 
he finished his education, working with 
lions from 1949 to 1950. He later became a 
cartoonist working under the name 
Clebak. 

He said: “I left in 1950 but always treas¬ 
ured my time living and briefly working at 
Dudley Zoo.”

College on crest of a wave 
as distinctive shell finished 


THE wave-shaped shell of the new 
£77million Sandwell College has been 
completed, giving a striking impres¬ 
sion of how the building will look 
when it is finished later this year. 

The superstructure of the seven-storey 
building is now in place at the Spon Lane 
site in West Bromwich, which is set to 
become home to 10,000 students next year. 

A “topping out” ceremony was held at 
the Spon Lane site last Friday to mark the 
completion of the skeleton, with civic dig¬ 
nitaries including the Mayor of Sandwell, 


Councillor Pauline Hinton, West 
Bromwich and Warley MPs and chairman 
of governors John Tew. 

Balloons were launched from the top of 
the new college by two year five Moat 
Farm Junior School pupils, Lewis Hurley 
and Jamel Lawrence. 

Proud 

They boys were invited to attend the cer¬ 
emony after winning a flag design compe¬ 
tition organised in partnership with the 
school and college. The school is an official 
partner of the college in its new trust 


status and the two boys saw their design 
displayed on the podium. 

The building is next to West Bromwich 
Ringway. Work started in September 2009 
and is due to finish this autumn, with the 
first students due to move in during 
January 2012. 

Principal Val Bailey said: “We are 
delighted to be providing the local commu¬ 
nity with a college to be proud of and we 
look forward to helping deliver a future for 
the people of Sandwell.” 

The campus will replace those in West 
Bromwich, Oldbury and Smethwick. 


Cleaner made £44,000 
false benefit claims

Hotel plans for former 
office block are revived 


A CLEANER falsely claimed more than 
£44,000 in benefits after failing to 
declare that she was living with her 
partner, a court heard. 

Mother-of-two Lorraine Sullivan, of 
Lawrence Road, Cradley Heath, pleaded 
guilty to three charges. 

The charges involved falsely claiming 
housing benefit, council tax, income support 
and jobseekers allowance between Decem¬ 
ber 2005 and December 2009. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “She was 
claiming as a single parent who was living 
alone. 

“But in December 2005 she was living with 
her partner and she failed to declare the 
changes in her circumstances.” 

Mr Jackson said investigations by 
Sandwell Council found that her partner had 
used the 40-year-old’s address for credit 
checks and to register a car with the DVLA 
and it was where his employer Corns 
believed that he lived. 

Mr Jackson told the court that in total, 
Sullivan falsely claimed £12,777 in housing 
benefit, £2,557 in council tax benefit and 
£28,783 in income support and jobseekers 
allowance. 

Alcohol 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said she 
had not told the authorities about her 
change in circumstances due to her uncer¬ 
tainty about her relationship with her 
partner. 

He said that she did not expect the rela¬ 
tionship to blossom into what it became. 

Mr Fowler added that her partner “might 
have been expected, based on previous form, 
to remain for a short while and then be 
absent again”. 

He added that the prosecution which had 
been pending since December 2009 had a 
“dire effect” on Sullivan’s health. 

He said she has a severe alcohol problem 
and admits that she was “frittering away the 
income she did have for the children on 
alcohol”. 

Judge Michael Challinor said: “It was 
quite clear that you were not fraudulently 
claiming from the start. 

“I am satisfied that in terms of your rela¬ 
tionship you weren’t sure whether your 
partner was going to stay with you.” 

Judge Challinor sentenced Sullivan to 26 
weeks in prison suspended for 18 months. He 
ordered her to complete 200 hours of unpaid 
work and ordered her to pay £500 costs. 


A HOTEL plan to transform an 
derelict office block in Dudley town 
centre has been revived after talks 
were struck up with potential 
buyers. 

Cavendish House in Trindle Road has 
stood empty since a security firm moved 
out in 2008. 

It was originally part of the master- 
plan for the town’s regeneration but 
struggled to attract interested parties 
following the recession. 

Plans to turn the site into a hotel 
appeared to have been scrapped when 
talks stalled but the owners now say a 
chain is interested in taking it over. 

Discussions are at an early stage but 
owners Abstract say there have been 
some “positive developments”. 

Associate director Muhammad 
Hassan said: “We are very positive that 
someone will be found to take over the 
building, and a hotel is a real possibility. 

“In the past we have had talks with 
people but for whatever reason they 


have not come to anything.” Mr Hassan 
said he could not yet reveal any specific 
details as private meetings were contin¬ 
uing but he hoped that an announce¬ 
ment would be made soon. 

When plans for the town were 
unveiled in 2008 it was originally hoped 
that Cavendish House could be trans¬ 
formed into a hotel with 150 bedrooms. 

But discussions stalled leaving the 
owners Abstract shelling out about 
£250,000 a year on its upkeep, insurance 
and security costs. 

Uncertain 

Mr Hassan said companies were 
reluctant to invest while the economy 
and jobs market was uncertain. 

But he said that confidence in the 
economy is now growing again and firms 
were more willing to invest. 

Deputy Dudley Council leader Les 
Jones has said he would prefer the build¬ 
ing to be used for offices but said he 
would welcome any development — 
except another supermarket.

Easy ways to enjoy 
baskets of colour 



Hanging baskets brighten up the garden - and smell good too! 


HANGING baskets are a great way to 
add a splash of colour to the outside of 
your house. 

They look beautiful, smell lovely and can 
be planted up with just about anything. 
They're also really easy to do, here's a step- 
by-step guide: 

Choose vour plants 

The first thing you need to do to create a 
beautiful hanging basket is to choose the 
plants and there are plenty of choices for 
spring baskets including primroses, 
pansies, viola etc 

Whatever plants you decide to use, it's 
really important to make sure they're 
healthy. Looks for ones with several stems 
as they'll grow better. 

Also, you don't have to just grow flowers 
in your basket, strawberries and tomatoes 
grow really well in hanging baskets too. 

Choose vour basket 

There are three types of basket you can 
choose from. Each one has it's own bene¬ 
fits, but the choice you really comes down 
to what you like. 

Wire-mesh baskets: These allow for 
planting in both the sides and top of the 
hanging basket. 

Rattan baskets: These look great and 
have a plastic liner for water retention. 

Plastic baskets: These insulate against 
the wind and sun, so are better at holding 
on to water. But they can't have the sides 
planted. 

What you need to buy 

The number of plants you'll need 
depends on their size and type, but for a 
standard 35cm wire-mesh basket you will 
need about: 1 -3 centre plants, 5 plants for 
colour, 7 to 9 trailing plants 

For a plastic or rattan basket with solid 
sides you will need fewer plants. Allow for 
about: 1 -3 centre plants, 3 plants for colour, 
6 trailing plants. 

Whichever basket you choose you'll also 
need to buy: Hanging basket compost or 
peat-free multi-purpose compost (about 12 
litres for 35cm basket), wood-fibre basket 
liner or moss, controlled-release fertiliser 
granules (only needed if using multi¬ 
purpose compost), Water-retaining gel (only 
needed if using multi-purpose compost) 

Prepare the hanging basket 

First of all, put your basket on a bucket 
for stability (it'll help when planting). Then 


use a wood-fibre liner or moss to line your 
basket. To help even more with water reten¬ 
tion, put a saucer (or piece of bin bag) at the 
bottom of the basket. Now mix some 
compost with a handful of controlled- 
release fertiliser granules and some water- 
retaining gel. Add it to the basket and pat it 
down until it's about 8cm below the top. 

If you've used moss to line the basket 
push some compost up at the edges and 
pull some moss over the top of it - this will 
give the plants a soft edge to trail over. 

Plant the basket 

If you're using a wire-mesh basket, start 
from the bottom and work your way up the 
sides. Plant one set of trailing plants just 
above the saucer (or bin liner), and another 
set about 8cm below the top of the basket. 

To make life a bit easier, wrap the root- 
balls of the plants in small plastic bags or 
newspaper to push them through the mesh. 
But don't forget to remove these before you 
cover the plant with soil. 

As soon as you've positioned all the side 
plants, add more compost to within 2cm of 


the basket rim. Now add in the centre 
plants. Before you remove them from their 
containers, give them a good drink of water. 
Firm the soil around base of each plant and 
sprinkle another tablespoon of controlled- 
release fertiliser granules over the soil. 

Water and feed 

Hanging baskets are really easy to look 
after - but are susceptible to the cold. 
Here's a guide on when to water and where 
to position them. 

On hot, dry days, water the basket 
straight away (one or twice a day) and hang 
it in the shade for a while. 

On cold, damp days, wait until it warms 
up a bit before watering. 

In normal weather conditions hang the 
basket outside wherever you like. 

Feeding 

As for feeding, even if you've used a con¬ 
trolled-release fertiliser with your compost, 
your plants will benefit from extra feeding - 
especially during the growing season in 
spring and summer.

To help buyers save 
money, Email4Property, the UK's largest 
online network of estate agents, sug¬ 
gests tips for snagging a property and 
spotting potential problems before they 
buy. 

Don't put a dampener on your purchase 

Watermarks on ceilings and bubbling paint 
and peeling wallpaper are all signs of damp 
and should be investigated. Mould on exter¬ 
nal walls could also indicate that the property 
has poor ventilation, leading to further prob¬ 
lems. 

Ensure a see-through sale 

Windows should open fully and be locked 
by key. Triple glazing is a must for homes on 
busy roads while double glazing will help 
reduce noise and prevent heat from escap¬ 
ing. For older windows with a wooden frame, 
make sure there is no sign of rot. 

Heat up vour search 

Central heating comes as standard in most homes but make 
sure radiators work and can be individually temperature controlled. 
How old is the boiler and when was it last serviced? 

Stop vour dream home from slipping away 

Settlement affects most properties but large cracks in plaster- 
work, bulges and joint distortions above windows and doors can 
hint at bigger problems. 

Power vour purchase 

Are there enough power points in rooms and when were these 
fitted? Make sure socket switches turn off safely as these could 
present a hazard for younger children. 

The pressure test 

Test showers and taps for water pressure and consider the 
impact of appliances, such as a washing machine, on this. 
Installing smaller pipes or a pressure booster could be costly. 


Make sure of space 

Make sure there is adequate space for appliances, such as a 
dishwasher and tumble dryer, in kitchens and utility rooms without 
compromising on storage. Otherwise, this could mean re-routing 
electricity and water supply to other rooms or outbuildings. 

Seal a buy 

Drafts will allow heat to escape, losing you money on fuel bills 
and creating a chill in colder months. This could be caused by ill 
fitting doors and windows and replacing these may prove to be the 
only option. 

Steve Lees, Head of Marketing at Email4Property, comments: “A 
survey will pick up any serious problems with a property later on in 
the buying process but snagging before you put in an offer will give 
you an idea of the cost involved in bringing a home up to scratch.

Springing into 
action with 
checklist for a 
healthy home 


WITH spring 

approaching, it’s a 
good time for home- 
owners to give thier 
homes a ‘health 
check’ after the harsh 
winter weather. 

People living in houses 
built in the last 10 years 
will typically have to deal 
with less maintenance, 
as the build quality and 
energy efficiency of new 
homes is superior to that 
of older properties. 

The National House¬ 
building Council (NHBC), 
which celebrates its 75th 
anniversary in 2011, has 
issued advice to home 
owners on how to keep 
everything in order and 
protect their investment. 

The NHBC works to 
raise the construction 
standards of new homes 
and provide protection 
for new homebuyers. 

Its Buildmark warranty 
covers more than 80 per 
cent of new homes built 
in the UK and currently 
protects approximately 
1.7 million homes, giving 
homeowners assurance 
and redress if anything 
goes wrong. 

These are the items 
worth checking in an 
annual review: 

Inside 

■ Heating system: As 
the weather gets warmer, 
adjust central heating to 
a summer setting to save 
energy. This is a good 


time to bleed radiators 
too, to get rid of air 
pockets. It is recom¬ 
mended that boilers 
should be serviced each 
year, to ensure that they 
are working with 
maximum performance 
and safety. Contact a 
Gas Safe certified 
installer to carry out an 
annual check now. 

■ Smoke detectors: If 
detectors run on batter¬ 
ies, these should be 
checked and replaced if 
necessary. All detectors 
should be replaced after 
ten years. 

■ Carpets: Make sure 
that carpets and rugs are 
secure, particularly in 
areas of heavy use like 
doorways and stairs. If 
carpets are loose or 
frayed, consider replac¬ 
ing them, to prevent trip 
hazards. 

■ Home security: 
Check the locks on all 
doors and windows, to 
see if they are in working 
order. 

■ Taps: Dripping taps 
waste vast amounts of 
water. They may need the 
old washer changing for 
a new one. 

Outside 

■ Roofing: Look at 
roofs from the outside, to 
see if any tiles are 
cracked or have slipped; 
these will need replacing 
by a professional roofer. 

■ Guttering: Check for 


damage and clear away 
blockages that may have 
accumulated over the 
winter months. Block¬ 
ages can be bad news 
and lead to water 
damage, so make sure 
guttering is cleared at 
least once a year. For 
safety reasons, this 
should be carried out by 
a professional. 

■ Woodwork: This 
needs preserving against 
weather conditions. 
Timber windows and 
doors need repainting 
every three to five years; 
make a painting plan of 
action in the drier 
summer months. 

■ Garden fencing: This 
provides homes with 
security, therefore it is 
important to check 
garden fencing for any 
damage and maintain its 
good condition. 

A quick home health 
check will identify areas 
that need attention and 
catch problems at an 
early stage. Carrying out 
regular maintenance 
ensures a home is kept in 
good condition, making it 
more pleasant to live in, 
more energy efficient and 
cheaper to run, and 
increasing its residual 
value.

Free safety Easier rider with new deal 

checks focus 
on tyre care 


As April’s bike tyre safety month contin¬ 
ues, TyreSafe, the UK’s leading tyre safety 
organisation, is highlighting the high price 
motorcyclists continue to pay for not 
looking after their tyres properly. 

The latest Department for Transport road 
casualty figures show there were 82 motorcycle 
accidents in 2009 where illegal, defective or 
under-inflated tyres were a contributory factor. 

Although it represents a slight decrease on 2008, 
each one is an avoidable accident, says Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe, who warns motorcy¬ 
clists not to be complacent about their tyres. 

“Whilst we welcome the news that there are fewer 
tyre-related motorbike accidents, the number is still far 
too high. Tyres play a crucial part, perhaps the most 
important role, when it comes to motorbike safety as 
they are the only point of contact that the bike has with 
the road surface.” 

Patterns 

Additionally, statistics from the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency’s MoT data reveal that the level of 
tyre neglect still needs to be addressed. The percent¬ 
age of motorbikes failing their MoT first time because 
of defective tyres and wheels in 2009/10 remained at 
just under four per cent, similar to the previous year. 

To help motorcyclists ensure their tyres are in a safe 
and roadworthy condition, TyreSafe has teamed up 
with tyre and motorcycle dealers across the UK to offer 
a free tyre safety check throughout April’s bike tyre 
safety month. 

The checks will include a visual inspection, looking 
in particular for any cuts, bulges or cracks in the tyre, 
plus any irregular wear patterns which can be a sign of 
problems with other components, set-up or riding 
style. 

Pressures will be checked against the recom¬ 
mended levels with necessary adjustments made for 
any pillion or pannier loads. The tread depth will also 
be examined to make sure the tyre has sufficient tread 
to remove water from the road surface and meets the 
legal minimum tread requirements. 

Jackson says: “To help avoid becoming another 
road casualty statistic, riders should check their tyres 
at least once a week. Particular attention should also 
be paid before the first ride of the season, especially if 
their motorbike has been stored in the garage over the 
winter months. Dealers supporting bike tyre safety 
month will be delighted to carry out the checks for free 
for motorcyclists who are unsure about how to do it 
themselves.”

1) Check your tyre pressures from cold at least once 
a week using an accurate gauge. 

2) Inflate tyres to the level recommended in the man¬ 
ufacturer’s handbook. 

3) Inspect tyres for cuts, bulges, uneven wear or 
objects embedded into the tread pattern and replace 
if necessary. 

4) Use dust caps to keep dirt away from the valve 
core and to act as a secondary air seal. 

5) If your rims are cracked or bent they should be 
replaced immediately. 

6) Check that your tread depth is not below the legal 
minimum of 1 mm (for bikes over 50cc). 

7) Replace old or damaged valve stems. 

8) Select the correct type of tyre for your machine 
and riding style. 

9) Check that both tyres fitted to the bike are made 
by the same manufacturer and have the same tread 
pattern 

10) Make sure that your tyre has been fitted the right 
way round by checking the directional arrows on the 
sidewall.
